OF THE TENTH ANNIVERSARY OF CIA 



1» Date : 

Wednesday, 18 September 195? 

2. Nature of Ceremonies: 
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The celebration -will be divided into three separate ceremonies, 

a.» Present : Senior CIA officials, including former 
DC la and DDCIs, senior Government officials, including IAQ, 
appropriate members of Congress, and the press. 

Place : Langley, Virginia 

Activity : Laying of cornerstone of new CIA buildirig, 
by President of the United States. If President is unavailable 
on the 18th, recommend postponement of cornerstone laying until 
President is available,, 

b„ Activity : Presentation of diplomas to CIA personnel 
with ten years CIA service as of 10 September 195 ? » and honor 
awards which accrue from now until 18 September. 

Place : Suitable auditorium to be selected. 

Prese nt: Ceremony to be divided into three parts, 

(BD/P personnel^ DD/l personnel, DD/S personnel) for reasons 
of security. DCI to preside , CIA personnel only, except that 
families of CIA personnel who receive honor awards will be present. 

If the cornerstone laying is postponed, this ceremony can ba 
expanded to include an address by the Vice-President, to be fol- 
lowed by presentation of diplomas and honor awards,. 

Natur e of awards : A suitably engraved diploma for ten-year 
employees, ’Paperweights, pen sets and other types of awards were 
considered, but it was felt that they should be held in abeyance 
for use as awards for fifteen years, twenty years, etc, Longetivity 
awards program should be made permanent and not allowed to lapse. 
Diplomas for CIA personnel serving abroad should not be sent overseas, 
but will be presented on return of employees to headquarters duty. 
Honor awards will be those regularly presented thru action of the 
Honor Awards Board. 
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c. Acti'ritys Late afternoon or evening recaption by BCx. 

Place: Suitable place to be selected.
